In March 1974 Foggy Bot- 
residents submitted a 
petition consisting of nine 
pages of signatures to the 
District of Columbia High- 
way Department and Police 
Department. The petition 
read as follows:

between K Street and Vir- 
ginia Avenue petition the 
D.C. Government as follows: 

Whereas, this portion of 
25th St. is a predominantly 
residential street consisting 
largely of small townhouses,

Whereas, heavy construc- 
tion trucks use this portion of 
25th Street headed south 
constantly all day starting 
very early in the morning, 
causing disturbance of sleep, 
noise, congestion, and a 
heavy amount of pollution

Whereas, this heavy truck 
traffic is injurious to the 
health and well-being of the 
residents and the value of 
their property,
